NAZAKETU, Dec. 18.— People who visit

In 
llifBC clear days of December one gota ut 
IhingH with a single glance. Hill ami 
valley arc clearly defined, anil brook and 
river are seen unobstructed by the leaves 
of bordering trees. 
Kuin.s, fruitful in 


historic suggestion, stand out in the 
bareness which in the aptest expression 
nf their bald antiquity. In the important 
mutter of personal comfort, moreover, it 
is an immeaburablo relief to be spared 


I ho torments inflicted 
in the warmer 


'.eason of tho year by fleas. Hies and 
other creatures, insectilo and of larger 
kind. These, as many a much perse- 
cuted traveler might attest, make life 
aliuoHt intolerable in the hot months. 
Wo happily escape Uva* -inflictiona, and 
at the same time have a positive pleasure 
iii the climate. December in Palestine 
ia a luxury. Tho sun shines just warm 
enough to be agreeable, and tlio wind is 
only cool enough to be refreshing and 
bracing. 


The trip wo made from Jerusalem to 


I he Jordan was as pleasant in realization 
'as a fairy talo is in contemplation. 
(iloriouH were tho hills crowned with 


miies wide. It receives the waters of 
the Jordan at ii« northern end, but lias 
no outlet at the south. We sat down on 
its shingly beach and read its history. 
Then we bathed our bands and faces in 
itH waters, which as soon as the moisture 
drii'd off, we found to lie covered with a 
white, salty incrustration. 
Hy chemical 


nmilysM it is found that from 24 to 20 
per cent, uf the wi-iglit of its water con- 
sists of salts of various kinds. No lifo 
exius in tin- sea itself, but, cont/ary to 
v\li it bus been staled, there is abundant 
life on the shores of this lake, whieh is 
impressively still and strange. Tho air 
on its shores was pure and refreshing, 
ami we should iiave liked to loiter longer 
by it. 
,'Jr. Talmage tried a mouthful of 


tin' water of ilie sea, which lie found to 
be i-xcevdingly disagreeable to tho taste. 
Tin apples of Sodom we found bj actual 
experiment are not filled with ashen, but 
witli se.ed.s, thus disposing of a fable 
wlncli lias done much service in tlie .Sun- 
day school. We collected many beauti- 
ful pebbles before we left this interesting 
pla«-e, fiom a variety of every conceiv- 
able shape and color, which brightens 
up the beach and renders it a great 
temptation to stay long. This we wore 
not able to do, for Dr. Talmage was im- 
patient of longer delay, his work of col- 
lecting notes for bis "Life of I'hrisl" 
keeping him constantly busy, and wo 
« < • ! < • soon again in the saddle, our beau- 
t i f u l Arabian horses leaving rapidly be- 
hind them what the Brooklyn divine 
graphically described as the, "crystal 
sar< ophagus of the buried cities." 


I must return hero to something that 


happened earlier in the day. On our 
wa\ to tho Dead sea, shortly after wo 
had started out in the morning, and while 
at modern Jericho—a wretched village 
consisting of mud houses and hedged 
about with thorns—Dr. Talmage was 
greeted warmly by a group of gentle- 
men, some of them Americans, who were 
making a protracted stay in the Holy 
Land. 
One of them, who was from 


iiobion, introduced himself as the author, 
of ii volume which criticises severely 
some of Dr. Talmage's sermons. He 
hop"d, however, that this fact would not 
prevent the doctor from permitting him 
to make one of the party as far as tho 
Jordan. 
Dr. Talmage consented cor- 


ially to this arrangement, which in- 
'light, beautiful the valleys and crystal- 
line tho waters of the streams dashing] eluded an invitation to tho compunion- 


' ship of all the Bostonian's friends. 
Our 


new acquaintances proved themselves to 
be men of considerable attainments, well 
acquainted with tho country through 
whieh we were traveling and thoroughly 
well up in its biblical associations. Their' 
entertaining conversation ad led much 
to the intercbt of the trip, Aftera while 
one of them, who is a resident of Man- 
hattan, Kan., inquired of Dr. Talmago 
whether ho would consent to baptize 
him by immersion in tho River Jordan. 


Ihrough them, fiy day the skies radiant 
with sunshine and by night resplendent 
with stars. 


Wo left Jerusalem by tho Jaffa gate, 


our horses pawing the ground impatient- 
ly as eager to begin the journey. 
Being 


tlie pioneer party of the season, we rode 
unimals which were thoroughly rested 
and fresh for good service. Tho ladies 
wore no wraps and tho gentlemen no 
overcoats. Our Calcutta hats shielded 
our eyes against the ravs of tlie sun. 


I Leaving Iho visitation of tho Mount of 
,olives, the Garden of Gcthsemane, tlie 
Valley of Jehosliaphat and Bethany, the 
homo of Mary and Martha mid Lazarus, 
lor o more convenient season we passed 
on, making our first stop, that for lunch, 
at the Good Samaritan's inn. This, more 
correctly described, is the old llathrur 
Khan. It is situated about half way be- 
tween Jerusalem and Jericho, and is in 
a ruinous condition. There is nothing to 
question the probability that on the same 
site on which it stands was situated the 
inn to which the neighborly Samaritan 
conveyed tho poor fellow who had fallen 
among thieves. Tho region thereabout 
is desolate, and the way affords oppor- 
tunities of ambush convenient to the 
operations of highwaymen. 
Our Lord 


knew the place well, for it was on the 
road taken by Galilean travelers on their 
way to and from Jerusalem. There is 
^sufficient of biblical interest in tlie spot 
•without giving way to credulity, and 
'the visitor suffers nothing by quietly de- 
clining to accept as well authenticated 
all tlie stories told him of the various 
places be sees. It was enough for us to 
.find in the ruinous khan an opportunity 
of repose and refreshment, and to reflect 
•that it occupies in all probability the site 
of the inn existing in the time of our 
Jxrt-d, to which he made reference in the 
ibeautiful narrative of the Good Samari- 
um, and where he perhaps often rested 
awhile in his errands of good will to 
men. 
' Remounting, wo continued our course, 
visiting next the Brook Cherith, where 
.Klijah was sustained with the bread and 
luieat supplied by ravens. At the present 
jtime large numbers of these birds fre- 
quent the steep declivity in the moun- 
jtain tango through which the stream 
marks its course. 


By nightfall we had reached what issup- 


posed to be the site of old Jericho, where 
Sve encamped for the night, and of which 
fno trace remains. If not here certainly 
near it. at the blasts of Hebrew trum- 
pets fell the walls of the doomed city. 
jOur camp was almost at the foot of what 
'is now called the Mount of Temptation, 
(on which, it is 


The gentleman liud on various occasions 
heard Dr. Talinage preach. 
He said tliat 


ho Ii id a high regard for him arid would 
consider it a great privilege to have liim 
perform tho sacred ceremony. 
Dr. Tal- 


mago at once agreed to do so, and ap- 
pointed 3 p. m. as the time for the im- 
mers.ion.

NAZAKETU, Dec. 18.—The Jordan! Dr. 


Talira^e was filled with eoh-uin joy on 
beholding its sweet and crystal (lood. 
Near tlie place where we encamped 
Elijah and Elisha crossed the hed of the 
river dry shod before the tririslaiion of 
the senior prophet, and the younger one 
after his master hail been taken awny 
from him by celestial messengers. 
The 


wholo neighborhood was suggestive of 
God'h wonderful dealings with the chil- 
dren of Israel. 
It seemed as if Sal.bath 


reigned perpetually in the valley through 
'which the sacred river runs, so calm and 
peaceful was the scene. 


While waiting for the lunch tent to be 


raised several of our pai iv washed in the 
river, remembering as they did so how 
Naaman dipped seven times in its waters 
and the rich reward of his faith. 
The 


day was superbly fine, as wore all its 
predecessors while we were in Palestine. 


After lunch we rested awhile, and 


'then preparations wore made for the 
corning baptism. Copies of the hymn 


claimed, Christ was [beginning "On Jordan's stormy bank I 


Iti-mpted of tlie devil. The Jericho of 
,1116 time of our Lord was near. It was 
ia splendid city, of which many remains 
'exist The hill above its site eeems to 
consist largely of the rubbish of the 
houses, temples and palaces in which 
Herod tho Great took pride. Fragments 
of ancient pottery and glass still reward 
the zeal of the searcher. 


Our night at Jericho was the first one 


on which we camped out. The new ex- 
perience was a pleasant one, disappoint 


|8tand'' were prepared by the ladies of 
'the party; the toga of our Arab blieik 
jwas borrowed to serve as a baptismal 
jrobe for Dr. Talmage, while the candi- 
idatenecured for his own use an outfit 
ifroni one of the servants. Everything 
[being in readiness, the clergyman and 
the candidate advanced to the water's 
edge, the other members of the party 
iforming a semicircle about them. Dr. 
Talm.ige made an invocation, and then 
Iread the story of the baptism of Jesus in 


•ing agreeably the anticipations we had

,fi.rmed of it. Early the next morning | ter ol the Gospel of St. Matthew. After- 
we resumed our journey. The first point''ward all present joined in singing the 
of interest tliat attracted our attention ,|hymn selected and copied, as above re- 
,Tvas the peakfi known as Mounts Pisgah 
and Nebo. There is no certainty that 
•the peaks pointed out to us under these 
names are the exact ones on which re- 
.spectively Moses "viewed the landscape 
•o'er" and ended his mortal life, but the 
probability is that Pisgah is rightly iden- 
tilied, because on a clear day all Pales- 
•tine is visible to the naked eye from its 
jsummit. We were next shown the house 
!of Zaccheus, which is a remarkably well 
{preserved edifice. That earnest little 
'Diun who climbed into a sycamore tree 
Ito see Jesus, because ho was little of 
'itature. took the best means of accom- 
plishing this purpose. 
The tree named 


'grows branches in a horizontal direction 
and new the ground, thus affording a 
Capital place of observation. Dr. Tal- 
magc's well ns'-d Bible came into use for 
the general j;o.)d while we were stopping 
at Zacch>*tis' house, where our reverend, 
leader read (he account of the conver- 
sion of its occupant, as related in the 
Gospel. 


ATI hour's delightful ride brought us 


to "the clear blue waters'* of tlie Dead 
•en—a calm and beautiful expanse, 
nearly fifty miles long and about ten ' 


lated. Dr. Talmage then said: "In this 
'historic river, which parted throe times 
|to let God's people pass dryshod, and in 
:whicli Naaman plunged seven times for 
' healing from (lire disease, and from the 
Ibankt. of which Elijah ascended in equi- 
page of fire, and in which Christ was 
baptized, and which for ages has been 


I the s} uibol of the division between earth 
'and heaven, I now baptize thee." 


Then, taking the candidate by the 


^hand, he led him into the water, quoting 
'the authority for baptism as found in 
[Matthew xxviii, verse 19. Reaching the 
[sufficient depth lie immersed the candi- 
'date, repeating the usual formula: "Iq 
ithe name of the Father and of the Son 
land of the Holy Ghost." after which ho 
i pronounced the benediction. At the close 
•of the ceremony Dr. Talmago saidi 


"As the ordinance was observed under 


Ithe direction of no particular denomina- 
tion of Christianity and no particular 
(church could he responsible for it, 1 feel 
' it my duty to report what J did to tlie 
ichurcli universal." 


While the ceremony was being per- 


formed the sheik, who acted as our es- 
cort to protect us against attacks by Bed- 


ouin rolibers, spread liis prayer rug and 
« jnt through his devotions, which being 
'completed there was still time for him 
to look on awhile. At the conclusion of 
ithp service he expressed himself well 


i satisfied with what he had seen, and in- 
itimaled that we all had the same God, 
'but that while his prophet was Moham- 
: ined, ours wan Christ. Our dragoman,a 
Illative of Na/.art-th, who has acted as a 


i guide to tourists for more than twenty- 
two years, said that was the first baptism 
lie ever fcaw solemnized in the Jordan. 
| 
Soon after tlie service we mounted oui 


] horses and began the return trip, pasbing 
on Iho way Gilgal, when- Saul, the first 
Ling of Israel, wan crowned, and paying 
a visit of inspection to the huts which 
are inhabited by the poverty stricken 
A i iibs of modern Jericho. Upon reach- 
ing our encampment, which had not been 
moved, we found an excellent dinnei 
ii waiting us. 
\Ve enjoyed it heartily, 


having appetites sharpened by pure ail 
and exercise. 
A large bonfire gave U6 


abundant warmth and light after the 
evening mi'al. 
\Vowere silling around 


it at ease, when we received the in for 
mation that a party from the neighbor- 
ing mud village of Eriha (tlie modern 
Jericho) were about to fnlertain us witli 
the Jericho dance. 


There were about lifly of these vibit- 


(irs, dusky specimens of people, wearing 
ragged clothing, bareheaded, unkempt 
and barefooted, and a few of them more 
than half naked. Their eyos, sharp anc" 
piercing, flashed in the bright light o) 
tlie moon, which had risen beautifully 
in tho clear sky. When they laughed 
they exposed rows of large, pearly whiu 
teeth. 
Well calculated were they in ap- 


pearance to people horrid nightmares 
« ith demons and to blanch the cheeks ol 
kulies who expected to sleep in summei 
lenls within walking distance of theii 
abode. The fair members of our party 
were not at all alarmed, however, enjoy 
ing indeed the strangers' weird appear- 
ance and the dance that followed theii 
coming. 
The Bedouins were abou 


equally divided as to sex. They kept en 
tiruly separate during tho strange per 
foruiaiicc they gave. First the men ap 
pcared. Standing in a row, the light o

tics, however, one of them, a half un- 
lio.somed, wild looking woman of about 
45 years old, approached Dr. Talmage 
uich a fierce look, and nearly startled 
him off his seat by putting her lips close 
lo hia ear and blowing into it with 
shocking unexpectedness a shrill, blood 
curdling thrill that seemed to pierce the 
very center of bis nervous system. Then 
going over to each member of the party, 
t,he gave us, one by one, the full benefit 
of her lungs in like manner. We suffer- 
ed less than the doctor, a-- we were pre- 
pared In 
Iii-. experience to anticipate 


what ours « OM| i i e. 
This matter done, 


we pui.i t i n ' •'. . Ii twenty-two francs, 
wlneii he plumbed to invest on tlie mor- 
row in wheat and rice, and to divide bis 
purchases in equal shares among the per- 
formers. Then our visitors quietly with- 
drew and ue saw them no more. 


During our encampment at Jericho we 


drank from the well of which tradition 
says it was the one the waters of which 
were miraculously sweetened by tlie 
prophet Elisha. On the morning of our 
departure for Jerusalem we visited the 
well itself, which was pouring forth an 
inexhaustible supply of the purest water 
in all Palestine. 
We lunched the second 


time at the Good Samaritan's inn, after 
which wo pushed on to Bethany, situated 
about two miles from Jerusalem. 
The 


name means "The House of Poverty," 
which aptly describes it as it is now 
There are perhaps forty mud houses in 
the village, lying sleepily four hundred 
feet below the summit of tlie Mount of 
Ohves. 


The house said to stand on the site of 


the one once lived in by Mary and Martha 
and Lazarus was visited by us as a mat- 
ter of course. 
There Dr. Talmage read 


those passages in the Gospel of St. John 
relating to the home of tlie people who 
were Jesus' closest friends. 
We then de- 


scended to the tomb reputed to be that 
whence Lazarus came at the command of 
him " who is the resurrection and the life.'' 
It is probable that the real tomb of Laza- 
rus was nearer Jerusalem, where several 
caves are to be seen answering the 
evangelist's description closely, while 
tlie tomb on exhibition is quite an arti- 
ficial look ing place. The house of Simon 
the leper is said to have stood near the 
tomb we visited, and many stones are 
pointed out as actually having been part 
ol tlie structure, tlie principal room in 
which was once filled with the odor of 
precious ointment poured on the Sav- 
iour's head. 


We spent fifteen minutes in tho Gar- 


den of Getlisemane, or what is now 
known by that title. It is an inclosure 
of considerable size, laid out in flower 
beds, with olive trees here and there. 
Seven trees within 
s> railing are said to 


have been the exact; ones under which 


running board. A brakeman w-'iio went 
on a train of tbiity-seven cars said that 
in passing from car to car he tried to re- 
tain a bit of standing room on tlie car he 
was about to quit, even while reaching 
out for the otlier. The chance of draw- 
ing back in safety wasn't much, he was 
willing to admit, but small as it was he 
felt like having it in reserve.

Shipbuilding in tlie United Kingdom. 
The Glasgow Herald publishes returns 


from all the principal shipbuilding cen- 
ters throughout tho United Kingdom. 
The output during 18SO is the largest on 
record. In 1883, the year when the last 
shipbuilding "boom" was at its height, 
the total output throughout the country 
was 1,200,000 tons. Last year the vessels 
launched approach very closely to 1,272.- 
000 tons. The Clyde heads the list with 
a total tonnage of 835,201 tons. Next 
comes the Tyne with 281,710 tons. The 
Wear is tlu'rd on the list, with 217,32! 
tons. Then the Tees, with 110,430 tons, 
The ship building yards in Belfast have 
launched tonnage to the amount of 80,- 
000. There aro now on hand in the vari- 
ous yards on the River Clyde, and in dif- 
ferent stages of construction, Tessela ag- 
gregating 300,C2» tons.

New Street Cleansing Machine. 


A new street cleansing machine has 


just been tried very successfully in the' 
London streets. 
It is a combination of 


water cart and circular squeegee. The 
water from a wrought iron tank is de- 
livered by a perforated tube, which di- 
rects it on to the roadway in fine jets, 
the object of which is to combine with 
the mud and loosen it. Behind the jeta 
is a rotary brush, set at an angle to the 
roadway, and formed of short pieces of 
rubber arranged in a screwlike manner. 
These rubber pieces brush or rub the 
roadway and deliver the mnd sideways 
towards the gutter, leaving it quite 
clean. 
The India rubber -brushes are 


claimed to do eix months' constant 
work, and can be renewed at moderate 
cost. This machine can in summer lay' 
and collect the dust into the gutters,' 
while in winter, by the use of salt water,' 
it can melt the snow and flush it down 
the sewers.—London Letter. 


A Queer Superstition. 


In the country at the back of Lukolela 


there are some powerful but peaceable 
tribes, at the head of whom is a chief 
who has rather a unique superstition, 
which is that he must not see the river 
Congo. He is now an old man, close on 
to seventy years; but neither himself nor 
his father before him haa ever seen the 
river. He has the impression that the 
day he sees the river will decide the date 
of his funeral. He will go down within 
a few miles of it, but never runs the 
slightest risk of catching a glimpse.. 
Among these people there is a custom. 


somewhat similar species is also seen in 
South America. 


The beautiful plumage of this variety 


of bird fully justifies the statement made 
by Bruce, the famous naturalist, that it 
is "one of the princes of the feathered 
creation." 


The most notable of its kind is the vio- 


let plantain eater. It is a hft-ge, ele- 
gantly proportioned bird, twenty inches 
in length, whoso general plumage is of a 
shining, blackish purple, set off to great 
advantage by tho deep lilac and crimson 
of its wings, a combination of colors 
seen in no other bird in the world. 


It has a large bill, the outer half of 


the upper and tho whole of the under 
mandible being of a bright crimson, 
shaded off at the front or thickest part 
into a brilliant yellow, and then merg- 
ing into crimson again on the crown and 
back part of tlie head. Around the eyes 
is a naked space which enhances the 
beautiful colors of the bill and crown. 
Above its ears is a pure white stripe, ex- 
tending backward and downward al- 
most to the upper edge of its neck. 


Nearly one-half of the_lower part of tho 


wings is of a deep carmine hue, glossed 
with lilac, the margins being tipped with 
the blackest violet color that spreads over 
the rest of its body. This dark violet be- 
comes a very dark green on the under 
parts, and is particularly rich on the tail. 
The legs are black, and its thick, hooked 
and very broad claws, of the same shade, 
show that it is fitted for living among 
trees. This formation is seen in all birds 
requiring superior powers of grasping, 
the middle toe of this particular species 
being of sufficient length to encircle any 
ordinary sized branch. 


Another elegant specimen of this family 


is the variegated or crested plantain eater, 
Eto named on account of its very peculiar 
crest or "topknot," which is placed di- 
rectly on tho nape of tlie neck, and not, 
as in the majority of crested birds, on 
the top or crown of the head. The gen- 
eral color of the upper parts of this bird 
is very light gray, with a narrow, black- 
ish stripe down each feather. 
The front 


and top of the head and the whole of the 
chin and throat as far as the breast is 
chestnut brown. 


Tho under plumage beyond the breast 


je white, each feather having a dark 
stripe down the middle, while the pri- 
mary and secondary quills of tho wings 
are blackish, with a pure white spot, 
varying in size in the middlo of each. 
The feathers in the middle of the tail are 
gray, with black tips, those on the end 
being entirely gray. Its bill is pure yel- 
low throughout, the crimson seen in the 
violet plantain eater being absent, and 
its legs are gray. Its length is the same 
as the first mentioned variety, but its 
middle toes and claws are somewhat 
smaller. 


Still another kind is called the crowned 


plantain eater, or Senegal touraco, and 
it rivals in beauty its violet hued com- 
panion. Like the bird just described, its 
chief attraction is a magnificent crest. 
The whole of the head, including the 
crest, its neck, wing covers and around 
the shoulders is grass green without any 
gloss, and this color also extends to the 
under plumage as far as the breast, be- 
yond which it becomes obscured and 
darkened with a blackish hue. The bill 
is blackish purple in the middle, but 
along the edges and within the margin 
of the sides it is a bright crimson, the 
tips of both upper and lower mandibles 
being blackish. 


Around the eyes is a crimson patch, 


the upper part of which is shaped some- 
what like the teeth of a saw. 
Immedi- 


ately in front of the eyes is a white stripe, 
extending to about one-third of the length 
of the upper eyelid, while beneath each 
is a black stripe running backward to- 
ward its ears and terminating in a point 
at the lower edge of the crimson, patch 
already described. This bird is smaller 
than either of the others, its total length 
from bill to tail being but sixteen inches. 


Taken altogether, these specimens of 


the bird creation stand unequaled in 
brilliancy of plumage and shapely pro- 
portions, and it is to be regretted that be- 
cause of their rarity and extreme shy- 
ness but very few specimens can be 
obtained. Were it otherwise those living 
in the neighborhood of museums of nat- 
ural history would have a chance to 
feast their eyes on this matchless array 
of colors, and' thus get a better idea of 
the beauty of the plaintain eaters than 
can be conveyed by a mere pen picture. 
—Philadelphia Times. 


Tue N«w "Flngf-i-" rrnyor IJm.k. 


Henry Frowde, of Oxford university 


has designed a scries of prayer books, the 
novelty and merit of which consist alike 
in their diminutive sizo and tho beaut' 
of their binding. 
It isdiffirult to boliuv' 


that a book of nearly 700 pages will g. 
into the waistcoat poc-kct or into the purse 
but such is the delicacy of the workman 
ship and the compactness of the binding 
that no difficulty will be found in such i 
method of carriage. The liny volume 
bound in morocco and velvet, which Mr 
Frowde has called tlio "Fingor" prajoi 
book, weighs about three-quarters ol ni 
ounce, is only one inch in breadth, threi 
and a half inches in length and one-thini 
of an inch in thickness. To get CTO pugcn 
and two morocco covers into tlie thick 
ness of one-third of an inch is a inarve 
of paper making and binding. Onespod 
men is contrived to tiring on the chate- 
laine; a case is made of silver, consisting 
of a double cross, one for eacli of the vel 
vet coversof the book, and this both adds 
to the beauty of the volume and serves to 
keep It in a compact form. 
A ring is 


added, which serves for attachment lo a 
chain. An edition is also issued without 
the calendar and the occasional services, 
thus reducing the thickness by one-third 
and the weight to about half an ounce.— 
London Times. 


A Peculiar Privilege. 


It appears that only two persons enjoy 


the privilege of driving to the Vatican 
with a one horse vehicle. 
One of them 


is tho commissary general of the holy in- 
quisition and the other the Prussian am- 
bassador accredited to the Holy See. The 
latter's privilege owes its origin to rather 
an interesting circumstance. A Prussian 
ambassador some vears ago drove up one 
day in a single horse carriage and pre- 
sented himself for admission at tlie gates 
of the Vatican leading into tho court 
yard; but, in pursuance of thoir orders, 
he was refused admission, except un foot, 
by the Swiss guard. 
Being forced to 


yield, he complained with some bitter 
ness to Cardinal Antonelli, secretary of 
state to Pius IX, who said lie would refer 
the matter to his holiness. Hus IX, upon 
hearing of tho incident, immediately gave 
orders that henceforth his excellency, 
the Prussian ambassador, was to bo al- 
lowed admittance cum quocumquequad- 
rupede.—Uhica-ro Times.

to produce from crude petroleum a fuel 
ga.s at seventeen cents a thousand feet. 
If this does what it claims, at one stroke 
tho r.uisance of smoke, coal and ashes 
will be swept away. 


I It is more than likely that in the ap- 
plication of electricity will he found the 
sol ution of most of the mechanical and 
chemical difficulties that have hitherto 
baffled inventors. Already we have the 
promise that through its agency tho 
magical metal aluminum will be cheap- 
ly extracted from clay. In separating 
oilier metals from their ores electricity 
is employed cheaply and effectively. 


Most fascinating of all to the scientific 


explorer is the untrodden field of electro- 
chemistry. Already the mineral corun- 
dum, the hardest known substance next 
to ihe diamond, has been melted by the 
all conquering electric spark. An Eng- 
lish electrician, Mr. Parsons, announces 
that he has succeeded in making dia- 
mond dust He was endeavoring to pro- 
duce a hard carlun for incandescent and 
arc lights, lie placed a mixture of 
'charcoal, clay and somo other substances 
in a strong steel cylinder, subjected it to 
hydraulic pressure and then passed the 
electric current through it. On the sur- 
face of the charcoal was deposited a gray 
powder that scratched the diamond. He 
therefore concluded it was diamond 
dii.it.

An English engineer 


n.i mod Welwter has found in electricity a 
sure agent for the decomposing and puri- 
fj ing of city sewage. It has been known 
in all time that thunder storms purified 
tho air, but nobody has apparently 
thought hitherto of applying the princi- 
ple to impurities on the surface of the 
[earth. 
, Webster's method was to pass a strong 
electric current through a sewage tank 
in which were at intervals iron plates, 
•which served as electrodes. The success 
'of the experiment was complete. It may 
be that hero is an easy solotion of a 
pioblem with which great cities have in 
all time grappled unsuccessfully. It may 
\KI tliat through electricity we shall yet 
find a means of purifying the poisoned 
boil of cities and even of supplying to 
their vitiated atmosphere those life gir- 
iiiK qualities for want of which the poor 
in crowded tenemcuthouses languishand 
die.

A CurlotM Experiment. 


Mr. Valerian Gribaycdoff, tho artist, 


has b«cn making a curiously interesting 
experiment. The result shows that hair, 
board and dress have more to do with 
the making of a man's physiognomy 
than is generally believed. Mr. Gribaye- 
doff placed the portraits of six old revolu- 
tionary worthies sidu by side with the 
likcm'sses of six noted men of the pres- 
ent day, Blaine, Edison, Sherman,Chaun- 
cey Depew, President JIarrison and 
Chamberlain Richard Croker, of New 
York 


Th< n the artist changed them as fol- 


lows: He drew the face of Blaine and 
gave him the long, curling hair, high 
colliu and extensive white choker of 
Thomas Jefferson. To the face of Jeffer- 
son li>,> affixed the close cropped hair and 
beard and clipper built neck wear of 
Blaine. He made Franklin trade hair 
and dress with Edison, Cliauncvy Depew 
change with John Jay, the Father of his 
Country with President Harrison, Gen. 
Sherman with old Nathaniel Greene and 
Alexander Hamilton witli the modern 
New York politician, Mr. Richard Cro- 
ker. 


Mr. Grihayedoff expected to show by 


this experiment that great men will look 
both like great men and themselves un- 
der all circumstances. The result was 
exactly tho opposite of this, and aston- 
ished the artist more than anybody else. 
Tho most thoroughly insignificant look- 
ing of tho lot was no other than George 
Washington himself, after he had been 
clothed with the hair and beard of 
llarri-ton. Even his immortal nose, waa 
lost. On the other hand, Harrison, with 
the v\hite hair of Washington swept 
back from his forehead, witli tho ruffled 
shirt front and velvet collar, looked 
royal. His picture would readily have 
been mistaken for that of Washington. 


In I lie hair and beard of Croker, Alex- 


ander Hamilton looks like a foxy poli- 
tician, while in Franklin's hair and 
dress Edison looks thoroughly the guide, 
philohophcr and friend. Of the whole 
twelve, there are only two faces that 
would be recognized under any circum- 
stances. Those are both modern, and 
they are James G. Dlaino and William 
Tecuiuseli Sherman. 


The Next War Ship. 


In the Brooklyn navy yard is the next 


Amei ican war ship that will be finished. 
Work was begun on her a year ago last 
autumn, and it will bo October of this 
year before she is ready to bo launched. 
She i.s to be called the Maine. 


Tho Maine will bo a real war ship, for 


action, and not merely a light armed 
cruiser like those that went to Europe 
with the squadron of evolution. Sho 
will he larger than they, being a vessel 
3110 feet long. Even then, however, she 
will to nearly 200 feet shorter than the 
great ocean passenger steamers recently 
built. Tlio Mai no will bo an armored 
cruiser. Her plans call for a ship ol 
6,648 tons, with engines of 8,750 horse 
power. 


In>-pood she will make twenty miles 


an hour, which is very swift for an ar 
mored war ship. Unless some of the 
new European vessels develop a greater 
speed before the Maine is finished, she 
will bo the swiftest war ship of her size. 


In battle the Maine will bo no slouch. 


She n ill carry ten largo guns and twenty- 
five small ones. Thero will be four ten- 
inch rifled guns that will carry a shell 
nine miles; also six six-inch guns. Tho 
Maine will coat §3,000,000. 


Something over a century ago it sud- 


denly struck England that good roads 
would bo an advantage. Macadamized 
roads were made soon on all the princi- 
pal highways of tho United Kingdom. 
All tho highways of Europe were mac- 
adamized or otherwise made solid, until 
at present, except in Italy, there is not 
what Americans would call a bad road 
in tho southern half of Europe. Mud- 
holes are practically unknown. Tho re- 
sult of improved roads in England was 
that hitherto inaccessible lands began to 
be cultivated and raise large crops of 
wheat, real estate increased in value and 
English people began to travel about 
their own country and make trade lively. 
The increase in economic value these 
roads brought to the nation could hardly 
be computed. 
It made a difference 


whether one or two horses could draw a 
given load. Meantime America is one 
of the richest of nations and has abso- 
lutely the worst roads of any civilized 
people. 


There is one perplexing problem all 


trunk railway lines have to face. It is 
this: When they are prosperous am 
there is a surplus at the end of the year, 
shall they pay dividends to their stack- 
holders with that surplus? Or shall they 
take it and construct branch lines as 
feeders to their own, in regions where 
such lines will not pay expenses as yet, 
but only can hope to do so in future? 
The railroad management have to take 
into consideration also the fact that if 
they <lo not construct these expensive 
and poor paying branches rivals will, 
and they thus be shut out altogether from 
a given territory. 


Tho Argentine Republic might give a 


lesson to the United States in the disci- 
pline of drunks and disorderlies. When 
a gentleman there goes on a tear and ha 
a high old time and disturbs the peace, 
the court sentences him, not to pay a. 
fine, which he would not mind, but to go 
out in plain sight of his rich and swell 
acquaintances and lady friends and work 
a w«.i>k or two on the public highways. 
He rarely goes on a second tear in that 
vicinity. 


Cuba and the United Slates. 


Will Cuba ever bo annexed to this 


country? The Spaniards vow that it 
never shall be. But tho time will come 
when i he Cubans themselves will have 
something to say about it. Already we 
are toM the Cuban eye looks longingly 
across the water to the great republic on 
the northward and westward. 


Geographically the island certainly be- 


longs with the United States. A glance 
at the map is sufficient to show that. 
Agriculturally Cuba is probably the rich- 
est spot on the earth. In prosperous 
times the island produced $60,000,000 of 
sugar annually, four-fifths of which went 
to the United States. She produces also 
many million dollars worth of cigars and 
tobacco, and most of that too comes 
across the narrow water to the United 
States. 


Troj-ical fruits of all kinds aud coffee 


and indigo are grown in abundance 
There is everything to make the agricul- 
turist rejoice and grow rich in Cuba. In- 
•tead of that he mourns and laments, 


and whole plantations, many of them 
among the richest on this fertile island, 
are left uncultivated and are returning 
to their native wilderness. 


The reason is that the Cubans are 


picked to the bone by taxation. A popu- 
lation of 2,000.000. they are forced every 
year to send $.jO,00(j,OOf) to old Spain. 
They arc required, these 2,000,000 people, 
to maintain a standing army of 3o,000— 
10.000 more than the army of the United 
States, with its 00,000,000 inhabitants. 
On every article of commerce brought to 
the island Cubans must pay a duty of 40 
per cent. Not only that, but there is an 
export d uty of 25 per cent, on all of un- 
happy Cuba's sugar, molasses, tobacco 
and other articles that go out of the 
country. The people are actually taxed 
for raising things to sell. 


If a farmer is energetic and increases 


his crops by good management and in 
dustry, that is only an invitation to the 
ruthless officials to impose more taxes 
on him. What good is it to make money 
only for Spain? So it has come about 
that the planters produce only sufficient 
crops to supply their own families, let- 
ting their lands run to waste. So ex 
ports decline, and Cuba grows poorer. 


But there is such a thing as taxing a 


country to the point of revolt. 


The French Revolution. 


Through the efforts of President An- 


drew L>. White, of Cornell university, 
the American people have opportunity 
to learn more of tho real truth about the 
French revolution than they have known 
hitherto. Our only sources of informa- 
tion have been English books, which are 
notoriously unfair to those who forced 
the French revolution. 


President White has been making his- 


torical studies on the subject, and hie 
conclusions are very different from the 
old stereotyped notions of blood, dark- 
ness, blasphemy and chaos that most of 
us have imbibed. According to Presi- 
dent White the revolution was the rising 
of a gallant people against oppression 
tho most cruel and wickedness the most 
outrageous of modern times. It was nof 
tho common people that were wicked 
and impious. It was the nobility, their 
oppressors. 
The church of tho time 


sided with their oppressors, therefore the 
poople naturally, and with good reason, 
ranked the church along with that which 
they meant should be destroyed forever. 
Education wan wholly in the hands of 
the clergy, and they never taught the 
people anything. After the revolution 
ended it was the priests and the learned 
who wrote its history, in England and 
in France, and what wonder they col- 
ored it to suit themselves? The people 
had no penman. 


Important resolutions were adopted at 


the late convention of the United Mine 
Workers. One of them favored the abol 
ishment of the company storo system. 
Others recommended the use of the 
Shaw machine in all the mines of the 
country, opposed discrimination against 
negro miners, and declared for the adop- 
tion of tho ci^ht hour system May 1.

States has a minister at a foreign court 
who can talk with the natives in theii 
own language. Minister Phelps has had 
an audience with two German princes in 
Berlin, and when they said to him,
